intention,

nam e of a R evolutionary .soldier who 
is quite obviously buried there. 
As 
a m a tte r of fact we do not know in 
exactly w hat p a rt of th e churchyard 
this m an is buried, but since Jam es 
Dickson gave th e land for G reat 
Conewago 
(P resbyterian) 
church 
an d cem etery, it is not at. all difficult 
to believe th a t la* is buried here. 
It is a iso quite possible, or more 
likely probable, th a t his grave was. 
at one tim e, adequately marked, but 
th a t th e m onum ent has since disap­

The Germans argued that their 
repeated aerial pounding, now in its 
seventh consecutive day, was soft­ 
ening Britain. 
They sam their bombers went 
over Friday with comparatively few 
Messerschmitt fighter escorts, yet 
delivered load after load of bombs 
on England. 
They said the fewer escorts meant 
fewer dogfights, and thus accounts 
for lower plane losses. 
But "softening” or not, the Brit­ 
ish made some raids of their own. 
Tile Germans admitted the R.A.F. 
was striking at airdromes along the 
German-held 
French 
coast, 
and 
Switzerland had another air alarm 
as planes zoomed over, bound to­ 
ward Italy. 
Italy’s friction with Greece took 
a new twist when the Italian naval 
attache at Athens was reliably said 
to have apologized to Greek Pre­ 
mier John Metaxas for a bombing 
attack on two Greek destroyers yes­ 
terday. 
The unsuccessful attack, follow­ 
ing the sinking of the Greek cruiser 
Helle by a “mysterious” submarine, 
caused Greece to call more men to 
the colors effective August 20. 
The Italian naval attache was 
said to have told Metaxas that the 
Italian airmen thought the Greek 
vessels were British.
